NSW WESTMINSTER, Oct. 3.— 
Never lias there been a more dis- 
tinguished gathering of states- 
men in Canada as one o£ tiie 
functions of an exhibition than was 
assembled this noun on the piazza of 
the women's building of the Dominion 
exhibition on the occasion of the for- 
mal opening; of the live stock depart- 
ment. These were Hon. Messrs. 
Fisher, minister of agriculture; Hyman, 
minister of public works; W. S. Field- 
ing, minister of finance; W. Paterson, 
minister of customs; L. P. Brodeur, 
minister of inland revenue; Senator 
Templeman; Sir Henri Joly de Lot- 
blnlere; Hon. Capt. Tatlow, provin- 
cial minister of agriculture; It. C 
Macpherson, M. P.; J. B. Kennedy, M. 
P.; J. R. Anderson, provincial deputy 
minister of agriculture, and a number 
of judges of the different departments. 

Mayor Keary read on address of 
welcome to Hon. Mr. Fisher. Mr. 
Fisher, in replying, advised British 
Columbians to bear In mind that they 
had almost at their doors in Manitoba 
and the two new provinces a growing 
market for all their orchard and Held 
products, among a people able and 
willing to pay good prices. The ex- 
tent of that market, lie said, people 
here could scarcely appreciate. He 
straggly advised British Columbians to 
spare no effort to get control of that 
market. There were other Industries 
equally as important as agriculture, 
and with those agriculture is Inter- 
twined. The agriculturist must feed 
them all. lie was pleased to note 
that since lie was here before British 
Columbia people had been overtaking 
the demands of the home market, but 
he thought that there should not be a 
pause at. that. There should be a 
seeking after an export market. Brit- 
ish Columbia was the Dominion's Pa- 
cific gateway, leading to the millions 
of Japanese and Chinese consumers, 
who are only just awakening to the 
value of trade with western civilized 
nations. From personal observation 
lie was convinced thai. Japan would 
soon be able to consume hi many lines 
all British Columbia could supply. 

At the conclusion of his address ho 
declared the stock exhibit open, and 
witli other distinguished visitors made 
the round of the stock yards. 

While tiie weather was still threat- 
ening, the day passed without rain and 
the attendance was good, particularly | 
in the afternoon to witness the lacrosse i 
match between the Capitals of Ottawa, 
and the Westminster team. The home 1 
team won by a score of 3 to 2 in a 
game that was characterized as one of 
the fastest exhibitions of combination 
work ever seen in the West. In the 
first quarter Westminster set the pace, 
.■mil by rapid am! accurate passing 
bewildered the visitors for a while. At 
the end "I' the quarter the score stood 
■J, to 1, in favor "f the home team. In 
the second quarter the Capitals got 
their bearing.; and at the end of half 
time had the score even. In file third 
quarter it was nip and tuck all the 
way through, tiie bailie waging fiercely 
at times around the Westminster Hags. 
Ten minutes after tile face-off for the 
final quarter, just as the spectators had 
given up hope that any further score 
would be made, Pat Feeney, by the 
mi st brilliant play of the day, placed 
tiie rubber in the Capitals' net. Alto- 
gether it was a much superior game to 
that seen last Saturday, when West- 
minster and Vancouver played. There 
was little rough work, and the best of 
feeling prevailed.

In 
explaining his resignation from the Wii- 
bash-Fittsburg Terminal railway .Mr. 
Ramsey blames Mr. Gould for letting 
contracts without competition anil thus 
publicly discrediting the president of the 
road. To his protests against the ex- 
travagance lie says Mr. Gould asserted 
ithat iie wanted to spend his money and 
manage his property as lie pleased, cit- 
ing the example of Mr. Hnrrnnan. Mr. 
Ramsey also goes at great length into a 
review of the Wheeling & Lake Erie 
bond and note issues, disclaiming any re- 
sponsibility for the failure in the nota- 
tion of the company's bonds.

subsequently Imcanie identified. 

"Mr. Hyde instructs me that lie is 
willing to assist the inquiry by volun- 
tarily appealing as a witness and iu any 
oilier way that may be found desirable, 
provided his rights and those of his fa- 
ther's estate can he reasonably safe- 
guarded."

A "made in Canada" fair was opened 
by Sir Louis Da vies in the drill hall this 
afternoon.

CUBAN PATRIOT TALKS. 

General Gomez Reaches Now York on 
Vacation Tour. 



The discussion of the question of 
state cables ami cheap telegraphy us 
aids to imperial consolidation, by Sir 
Suudford Pluming before the United Ktn- 
pire cluh in July last appeared in concise 
form in the ICiiipire Review last month. 

Tlie imperial telegraph service sug- 
gested is so full of promise, and it is 
regarded by the chambers of commerce 
lovery where as such a potent factor for 
the promotion of the host interests of 
the empire that the subject promises to 
receive the utmost consideration at the 
next colonial conference. 

In his opening sentences Sir Snndford 
Fleming referred to the report of tho Ot- 
tawa board of trade respecting Umpire 
cables. "It demonstrates," he said, 
"that there is a widespread desire to se- 
cure a comprehensive means of cheap 
telegraphy between all the great self- 
governing British states throughout the 
world, in the interests of trade shipping, 
social and commercial intercourse, ami 
especially in I ho interests of imperial af- 
Hnlty ami union." Developing this idea 
he goes on tn say: "It is not suggested 
that tlie state should assume control of 
ocean cables generally, hut simply that 
one line around the globe should he state 
owned, that this line should he tlie one 
described by tin; Ottawa board of trade 
as empire cables, connecting as it would 
the several groat outlying divisions of the 
empire wil li each other, and all witli 
I he mother country." 

Anticipating the objection that exist- 
ing systems would he prejudiced, he an- 
swers, "in so far as the other cables in- 
tersecl the line of the Umpire cables, 
they would assume the position of 
branches, and would gain greatly by 
.i In- connection. The i rue policy of I 

the state should be In reduce progress- I 
ively the charges of messages transmit- 
ted by the Umpire enhles in the lowest 
possible rales while still leaving the serv- 
ice self-supporting. Two results would 
follow this policy: an enormous increase 
in the volume of business and a great 
reduction in telegraph charges In and 
from all points on the globe-girdling 
chain.

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THE TROUBLED POOL. 

T!ie Ottawa correspondent of the 
Toronto News says thut the political 
pool at the federal capital is unusually 
troubled these days. There are a 
number of contributing causes of this. 
In the province of Saskatchewan there 
is a decided reaction In favor of Mr. 
Haultain, as a consequence of the vio- 
lence of attacks upon him and the 
way he lias been jockeyed by the fed- 
eral authorities out of the premiership, 
in which Liberals are joining. Then 
the protest of the Hon. Robert Rogers 
of the Manitoba government against 
the detaching of Keewatin from the 
province of Manitoba in order to bring 
\jt within the jurisdiction of the North- 
west Territories school law, lias caused 
a feeling of uneasiness among many 
of .Sir Wilfrid's English followers, who 
think he lias carried his separate 
school policy just a shade too far. 
There is a limit in politics as in every- 
thing else. In Ontario there has been 
a hubbub over the Increase of sessional 
indemnities, ami some of the Liberal 
conventions have entered protests in 
open meeting. There has been a series 
of departmental scandals, some of 
which are enumerated as follows:

For a party of "purity" these Irregu- 
larities are damaging. Not less serious, 
however, Is the enormous increase of 
expenditure, which has taken place, 
•making the old-time Liberal extremely 
nervous about his allegiance to a gov- 
ernment the members of which once 
posed as economists of the strictest 
order. He belongs to the same school 
that held to, as a cardinal doctrine, 
the preservation of provincial rights. 
He sees the whole fabric of his political 
faith being shattered. He is restless 
and chafing. Into the situation, too, 
lias been projected the tempestuous 
Western politician, Joseph Martin, who 
has never failed to detect the ominous 
signs of political downfall and to take 
advantage of them, Even if he be not 
regarded as a power in himself, to 
superstitious politicians he is a bird 
of Ill-omen. His flight to the North- 
west at this particular time is like 
one of the signs of coming storm that 
inspire nervous dread. 

All iliese things are working together 
and are having their logical effect upon 
the public mind. Although the sea of 
politics at Ottawa, as in Victoria, is 
smooth on the surface, It Is full of 
trouble and worry for the prime minis- 
ter and the government. 



A BOUNDARY DISPUTE. 

We are going to have another inter- 
esting boundary dispute. A case will 
be arranged whereby the boundary line 
between Newfoundland Labrador and 
Canada may be determined. New- 
foundland has been for some time Issu- 
ing timber licences In the Interior of 
Labrador, and now It is the intention 
of the Premier of Quebec province to 
seize some of the timber cut under 
these licences, and thus the matter will 
be brought Into court and appealed 
finally to the judicial committee of the 
Privy Council. 

The dispute a few years ago to de- 
termine the boundary line between the 
provinces of Ontario and Manitoba had 
a very special interest for students of 
Canadian history, altogether apart from 
the merits of the case. hi order to 
arrive at the facts which determined 
the boundary line, an immense deal 
of research was necessary, and the 
documentary evidence supplied the 
judges brought to light a great many 
facts which elucidate the early history 
of the West, and of Canada as well. 
The report of the Hon. David Mills, 
late minister of justice, in connection 
with the historical basis of the dispute, 
Is monumental. We do not know that 
the historical facts necessary In delim- 
iting the boundary between Labrador 
and Canada will have the same general 
Interest, but it will involve a good deal 
of a similar character. 

Broadly outlined, the dispute is this: 
Canada admits Newfoundland's claim 
to the coast strip of Labrador from 
Cape Chidley, at the entrance of Hud- 
son Straits, to Anse Sablon, in Belle 
Isle Straits. The dispute Is as to how 
far the island colony's jurisdiction ex- 
tends inland. The crux of the dispute 
occurs at Hamilton Inlet. Lake Mel- 
ville, an expansion of the lower part of 
Hamilton River, empties by a narrow 
channel mot more than a mile wide 
into Hamilton Inlet. Newfoundland 
counts her coast strip up Lake Mel- 
ville, while Canada asserts that the 
latter is simply a salt water lake, en- 
tirely within our limits. 



All Indications point to the probabil- 
ity of our next Lieutenant-Governor 
coming from the East. The general 
opinion is that the announcement of 
the position having been offered to Mr. 
Riley, who was anxious for the honor, 
was thrown out from Ottawa as a 
feeler. There is no doubt now in the 
minds of the authorities there as to 
how the local Liberals feel ubout It. 
Mr. Riley is not the gentleman they 
speak about highly for the post.

■i EMPIRE AND COLONIES. 

Sir Frederick Pollock, Mr. Geoffrey 
3Drage and Mr. Pitt Kennedy of Lon- 
don are at present on a visit to Can- 
dida. They are interested in the matter 
of the relations to each other of the 
different parts of the Empire. Sir 
Frederick has a plan of promoting Im- 
perial unity, based upon colonial rep- 
resentation in the Privy Council. As 
briefly described by the Toronto News 
the plain is: The council would be a 
permanent affair, always available for 
consultation, but the colonial members 
rwould not reside in Great Britain, it 
Being recognized that the colonies could 
not spare their best men for the pur- 
pose. The council could be summoned 
to meet when advisable, perhaps not 
juore than once in four or five years. 
It would be a comparatively small and 
confidential body, and it is proposed 
that there shall be a permanent secre- 
tary, who shall establish a kind of In- 
telligence office for Imperial affairs and 
the connecting link between the dif- 
ferent governments of the Empire, No 
act of parliament would be necessary 
to bring such a council into existence, 
any more than in tin.- case of the colo- 
nial conferences. 

Sir Frederick and his two colleagues 
in this work will be in Vancouver in 
the 13th instant and In Victoria mi the 
14th and 15th of October, and will 
return to Ottawa, reaching there on 
The 21st instant. The subject of Im- 
perial unity is line in which the people 
nf this province are deeply interested, 
and we have no doubt that ovifl'y 
facility will be afforded these gentle- 
men for the expression of their views. 
Their plan is one of the many that 
have been suggested as an organic 
Basis of action, and possesses at least 
the merit of not being too "binding." 
The proposed council will be consultat- 
ive and advisory, rather than adminis- 
trative, in its capacity. It has always 
been considered that any form of Im- 
perial Federation which tied up the 
'Empire by means of a hard and fust 
constitution would be attended by loo 
many risks, and possibly lead to an 
Irritation that would result in complete 
separation of its parts.

To Ignore him 
on the -formation of the provisional gov- 
ernment was simply to repudiate repre- 
sentative government. To appoint a man 
as premier who was not the choice of Un- 
people and not their representative in any 
sense was simply to Ignore the people. It 
Is true .Mr. Haultain opposed the auton- 
Iiul as premier of the new prov- 
ould have been powerless to re- 
pudiate Its constitution which embodies 
certain legal rights and privileges for Ito- 
tiitin Catholics. Under representative gov- 
ernment, and as the premier of the Ter- 
ritories, he was the proper person to or- 
ganize one of the new governments. In 
selecting Walter Scott, who had no seat in 
the old council, Lieutenant Governor For- 
get became autocratic; and simply told the 
people that representative government did 
not exist, -and that they did not rule.

At Montreal last Thursday in the 
chemistry building. McGlll University, 
Sir Frederick Pollock, who is to visit 
Victoria and lje entertained by the 
Law Society, delivered an interesting 
address on the privy council and its 
functions, 

Sir Frederick referred to the history 
of the privy council. 

It Is a continuous survival of one of 
ihe oldest mediaeval courts. That in 
which the King did justice to such ot 
his subjects to whom justice had been 
denied by the lower courts, in all prob- 
ability because some knight or baron 
would bring influence to bear to pre- 
vent the case coining into court. 

From its first prerogative, gradually, 
the customs of appealing to It eases In 
which i!. perversion of justice had oc- 
curred originated. In 1S20 the judicial 
committee of the privy council was 
constituted. 

The court was unlike any other trib- 
unal in the world. It did not even 
look like a court. It sat in a dingy 
chamber in Whitehall, and had a green 
baize table. Few superior courts in 
the United States or Canada would 
consider the apartment lit to be a 
court. 

"Its only dignity," remarked the lec- 
turer, "is that at the head of the table 
there is an empty chair where the 
King may sit should he so desire. Ilo 
very seldom does. 

I'Too little show of dignity, consid- 
ering the fact that this court of privy 
council has a jurisdiction extending 
from British Columbia across the con- 
tinent of Canada, right across the At- 
lantic, through many odd corners of 
the Mediterranean, Including Malta, 
down through the Suez >.o Aden, going 
through British India and the Straits 
Settlements to Hongkong." 

In London, the lecturer jocularly re- 
marked, they did not mind thesa 
things, as they were accustomed to 
them, but in many other parts of tho 
Empire it was considered that out 
ought to have a little more show for 
one's money. 

Worldwide Jurisdiction 
Then the lecturer commented upon 
the number of details, the variety of 
matters which came up annually be- 
fore this board of old gentlemen. II 
might be a delicate question of sacred 
Hindu law, depending upon t ho reading 
of a Sanscrit text; it might be n 
question of Roman Dutch law from | tht-ir 
Cape Colony, depending upon certain 
books of statutes complied two hundred 
years ago, with little change since; 11 
might be the Quebec Itoman law. 
where the judges would require a 
knowledge of French. It might have 
to deal with questions requiring a 
knowledge of the law of the Mauritius, 
the very text of the French civil code, 
or that of the Channel Islands requiring 
an acquaintance with the uncodified 
customs of Normandy, or \vl(h that n; 
Malta, which is unlike either Scotch, 
English or French law. (nice, indeed, 
from the latter point the privy council 
had a case so difficult to decide upon 
that they had never rendered judg- 
ment, and never would. 

If the supreme court of the United 
States had been styled by an eminent 
English jurist "the most august body 
in the world," the privy council might 
be called the most comprehensive trib- 
unal in the world. 

"With all its duties, the privy coun- 
cil never gives judgment, but advises 
tlie King that the appeal under con- 
sideration shall be allowed or dis- 
missed. The reasons for that advlco 
are put into writing, and oftener than 
not they are printed in tile law reports 
This recommendation becomes operat- 
ive only when it has been brought be 
fore a formal meeting of the King-in 
Council, the King being presen 
proper person," said Sir Frederick. 

The House of Lords exercised in tho 1 
British Isles the functions of a courl | 
of appeal. Every lord has the tiered- j 
itary right to vote upon a question in | 
appeal, but gradually this prerogative 
has been narrowed down until it is 
exercised by the judicial committee of 
the House of Lords. 

As many members of the judicial 
committee are also members of the 
privy council, this is another reason I 
for dissatisfaction. Very often some 
member should be in both places at I 
once. From tills lias arisen the argu- 
ment that the two bodies should be 
combined. This would have to be 
carefully arranged, as It would mean' 
in a sense tlie House of Lords abrogat- 
ing their right to sit in cases of appeal 
Which they still nominally exercise. 

Some time ago an attempt had been 
made to combine tlie two, but had 

resulted in nothing.

Mr. Frank Kermode. curator of the pro- 
vincial museum, has Just completed mount- 
ing a Fulvous tree duck, a bird seldom 
ween anywhere tills far north. The spool- 
! men is that of a bird which spends summer 
I In the Southwestern States and goes south- 
i ward during the winter. This wanderer, 
who Is a long way out of his latitude, was 
captured by Mr. J. S. Molllns, a hotel- 
; keeper nt New Alhernl, who shipped the 
I duck to the provincial museum by the 
steamer Queen city. It has since been 
' well mounted. The Fulvous tree duck Is 
] more often seen In South America, South 
■ Africa, or India, being ajdrd of the Tropics 
. rather than the Temperate zone. It Is 
! often seen, however, in the Rio Grande, 
Missouri or North Carolina. It I.s a prcttv 
blrd, with bluish black hill, slaty-blue feet 
of larger size than the average duck, and 
lifted for perching in trees. It is of a 
pale el una in on color about the lower parts, 
dark about the head, and streaked lighter 
on the flanks. At the nape and behind the 
neck there Is a distinct black line. This Is 
the lir«t time one of the species haw been 
seen anywhere In this vicinity. Not long 
' ago Mr. Kermode secured a line specimen 
1 of the Emperor goose, common to Retiring 
sea, which was shot at Cheinnlnus, 

With the approaching winter the swamp 
robins, or varied thrush, as they are known 
\ to the scientific world, are returning, and 
the golly pluuingod birds belonging to the 
Southern variety are to hi? seen lifting 
, around the city and its suburbs In everdu- 
crenslng numbers. The lain only appears 
to bring out with greater distinctness the 
highly colored plumage which this member 
of the feathered tribe possesses. 

Tin? Southern thrusho* come here about 
this same time of the year, and are found 
sparingly la tlie font-hills, of the Cascades, 
and particularly around Mount Rainier. 
| The Northern, or pale, variety, which Is 
distinguished by the utter lack of any 
bright plumage, goes us far north aw tlie 
Yukon river, and is found in British Colum- 
bia, thence off to the southeast. The other 
class, the Southern, come from the foot- 
hills down lo tide water.

said that Dr. Robert J Jell will 
shortly In; gazetted director o£ tho geo- 
logical survey, nud afterwards superan- 
nuated. This Ottawa gossip turns at- 
tention to the branch of the public ser- 
rvice of which Dr. Jtell is the acting 
lieud. Though popular interest in the 
geological survey is still very tar from 
Tvhat is due. it is much greater now than 
it was a decade ngo. Previous to thut 
time its labors hud not generally yielded 
the economic fruits they are now bearing 
in such profusion. Liko much other 
iDioneer work long unappreciated, it re- 
quired time for its effects to ripen. To- 
day the country is reaping the beuctlts 
of the National Policy, of our trans- 
continental railway, and of the deepening 
of the canals in a measure, which ro- 
tuiained beyond the dreams of many Can- 
adians ten years ago. And these crea- 
tions of statesmanship will soon be re- 
turning to the country many times what 
iwc now got from t Item. 

Now Productive. 
It is the same with the geological sm - 
tvev. Throughout n long period its records 
of exoloration, its accumulations of 
knowledge about the topographical fea- 
tures, rock structure, palaeontology, flora 
and fauna of the country were looked 
tuuon largely as results of barren science. 
I'.uL when mines it had indicated became 
iDroducfivo of an immense and increasing 
annual coal tonnage, when blast furnaces 
.and steel plants sprung up near ore de- 
posits to whose existence it had pointed, 
■when smelters for the concentration of 
nickel-copper and silver-lead ores com- 
menced to pny wages aggregating 1 un- 
tlreds of thousands of dollars a month 
in regions to which it had guided pros- 
pectors, the survey began to be valued. 
•It. is now recognized as the great bureau 
of information about l ho possible natural 
tresourees of Canada— the service from 
•which data are to be obtained concerning 
prospective! oil fields, coal beds, iron 
[ranges, gold veins, copper deposits, and 
(mineral areas generally, about the forest 
"wealth, the water-powers, and the soil. 
Long held in the highest respect by 
scientists, the survey lias come to bo esti- 
mated as it deserves by many men of en- 
Iternrise. The promoter of railway, 
minim: and industrial projects requires 
its reports and its maps. Syndicates 
have sent expeditions into our interior, 
have made locations there, and invested 
money wholly on the strength of facts 
[furnished by the survey. It is a real 
force in the making of Canada. 

Its History. 
In tho 800 books and maps it has pub- 
lished' we have part of the description of 
Canada that it is possible for the geolo- 
gist to give, the remaining portions of the 
■serial story will keep the survey busy, 
but will never be finished. The filling in 
of details in this country of vast ex- 
panse and diversified resources is u labor 
without end. While tho work of the sur- 
vey speaks for itself, its influence would 
Ibe increased if there existed such a his- 
tory of it as could be written. We doubt 
if anv fiction is more fascinating than 
are the true stories of adventure, oi 
humor, and possibly of pathos that could 
ibe collected from the experiences of the 
iieldmen and' explorers of the geological 
survev. The Jesuit Fathers, the coureurs 
do bois. or the explorers of the Hudson's 
J3av Company scarcely took greater 
chances than the men who wandered for 
months in tho wilds of this coutinent to 
ndd to the fund of the survey's knowl- 
edge. Hardships and dangers almost in- 
credible have been lived through by men 
iliko Dr. Robert Bell, the member of the 
uresent staff, who has been longest In the 
jinrvev'a service. 

Logan and Hi3 Colleagues. 
The survey was established for the 
Province of Canada in 1842, Slonlreal 
being its headquarters. William 10. Lo- 
Kan. afterwards Sir William, was ap- 
pointed provincial geologist. lie was 
Iborn in Montreal. He had done geologi- 
cal work in th<- coal fields of Wales, of 
[Pennsylvania, and of Nova Scotia, be- 
fore he was called to the office. Alexan- 
der Murray, afterwards director of the 
Newfoundland Ceologicul Survey, was 
his first assistant. Murray left the 
•Roval Navy, in which be was a midship- 
man, to follow his bent for geology. 
ICount dc Kottermund was the first chem- 
ist, lie was succeeded two years later 
hv Dr. Thomas Sterry Hunt, who soon 
Igreatly distinguished himself by his 
iginal work as a ehem 
.gist. His reports on the compositions ot 
imariv specimens gathered by the survey 
are of high authority. His writings are 
known till over the scientific world. In 
IS.ii! Klkanah Hillings left the practice 
of lav in Ottawa — then called Bytowit — 
to make a name for himself as palaeonto- 
logist of thi' survey, and to lake a place 
;:i ihc very front rank of men of science. 
I Jr. Koberl Bell's connection with the 
•'■.vice began in 1857, and lias been con- 
lii'iious from that lime. His geological 
ivotk makes a large contribution to the 
volumes of the survey.. lie made exten- 
sive explorations in tin' Hudson's Kny 
country, in the Mackenzie basin, and in 

Labrador, lie rose to be assistant dir 

tor. and on the deatli of Dr. Dawson, 
four years ago, became acting director, 
.lames Richardson, Robert Barlow, Hor- 



and W. S. M. D'Urbau were members of 
the stall" in its early days, and all have 
left their mark on tin? work of the sur- 
vey. 

Later Times 

Kir William Logan, who received his 
knighthood in 185U. retired from the sur- 
vev in 1800. lie was succeeded by Dr. 
A. R. O. Selwyn as director, In 1875 
the survey was removed to Ottawa. Dr. 
Selwyn. who 'hail been government geo- 
logist in Victoria, Australia, held the 
office for twenty-live years. He was 
succeeded in 1805 by Dr. Dawson, who 
died in .March. 1001. Since then Dr. 
Bell has been the ncting director. Dr. 
'J. F. Whitcuvos, who has been :i member 
of the stall' since 1X75, is an assistant 
director. He has done good work as 
palaeontologist and zoologist of the sur- 
vev. Dr. II. M. And. whose reports and 
other writings on tho palaeontology and 
stratigraphy of Eastern Canada arc 

greatly vnl I. joined the survey in 1882. 

Mr. John Macoun has 1 n "assistant 

director since 1887. His work has been 
chiefly hotllIlic.il. If is impossible in the 
space of a single column to do justice to 
all i he able men now connected with the 
survey. It in enough to say that they 
keen the service abreast of the increasing 
(requirements of our time, and never was 
the survev more alive to the practical 
needs of the country than it has been 
under Dr. Bell.

Empress of Japan Damaged oy 
Typhoon—Now on Way 
to Victoria. 



The Mulicno, tlie new turbine liner of 
itlie Union Steamship Company, is to l>e 
placed on the Canadian Australian 
route instead of the (ioninauy's sioamev 
.\Ioana, according to advices received 
hoie. The Mu'lieno. which was recently 
constructed on the Clyde for the Union 
Steamship Company, is of the latest typo 
of turbine steamer, lined in keeping with 
the demands for modern passougei' trade. 
The steamer Moana of the line left Syd- 
ney on Monday for Victoria via the usu- 
ii 1 ports of call, and is due here on the 
2Gtll. This will be her last trip, for 
on her return to tho Antipodes tho tur- 
bine steamer Maheuo is to be placed in 
the service to Victoria and Vancouver 
in her stead. The new steamer -will 
leave Sydney In December, according to 
the present programme, and will arrive 
here early in January. The Mlowera, 
which will sail for Australia on Friday, 
the 13th, lias n full cargo booked. 

The steamer Tartar of the C. I 1 . 11. 
line is due on Saturday from the Orient, 
having sailed from Yokohama on Septem- 
ber 23rd. The C. I'. 11. liner lim press 
of Japan is due mi Tuesday next. She 
sailed from Yokohama on Friday lust 
for Victoria. Further particulars re- 
garding the experiences of R. M. S. Em- 
press of Japan in a typhoon, as reported 
some days ago, were received in yes- 
terday's mails. The Shanghai Mercury 
suvs the Empress left Nagasaki on Au- 
gust 31st. The following night the wea- 
ther became so bad that the vessel was 
(turned about and started back towards 
the Japanese coast under reduced speed. 
When about thirty miles from the Saddle 
islands three British torpedo boats wore 
sighted which were making good head- 
way in the heavy seas. While the ty- 
phoon lasted the seas were running 
mountains high and continually washed 
over the vessel fore and aft. Three of 
the boats that were swung in davits were 
turned over and smashed. Six port holes 
were burst open and the cabins Hooded 

■ nit. The upper bridge was very badly 
damaged and the library adjoining was 

•ore in. The after bridge, between the 
lit st and second-class passengers, was 
completely carried away. The fruit and 
vegetable store rooms were burst open 
and thi' contents, as wel! as the boxes 
i hem selves, were washed awny. One 

■ i! the crew, while engaged in making 
oniething secure, was caught by a heavy 
• en and was being washed oltorboaru 
w hen the second officer, at the rick of bis 
iife, caught the partly drowned man and 
managed to got him to a place of safety. 

At one time the stern of i he big liner 
was entirely submerged, and it' another 
sea bad struck her just at tin' time she 
.vould have gone down. The skylights 
were smashed in and all the saloons -were 
flooded and considerable damage done. 
At about !l a. in. the typhoon began to 
abate in fury and the vessel's head was 
pointed for Shanghai again, and the 
North Snddles were reached at about 
10:30 p. tn., and at 1:30 a. m. the vessel 
anchored at Gutzlaff to wait for daylight. 
At Id a. m. on Sunday the anchor -was 
hove up and VVoosung was reached at 
about 1:3(1 a. in., lifter a .most trying ex- 
perience. Before the vessel arrived at 
Woosung the passengers drew up a let- 
ter of appreciation <>f the skillful seaman- 
ship of ("apt. 1'ybus. his otlleers and 
crew. Mr. George Bayno was selected 
to make the address, to which Citpt. Py- 
bus replied that his officers, bis crew and 
himself had only done their duty, and 
it was nothing out of the ordinary rou- 
tine of n sailor's life.
